by bonding. asd many public: spirited 
citizens gave freely in money and 
labor, so that-.it is alow estimate to 
say that at least’ seven. millions of 
dollars were expended: on. Michigan’s 
roads during the past year. 

While this has resulted in the build- | 
ing of more miles: of excellent high- 
ways than were ever before built in a 
single year, there is stil! much to: be 
desired. The people ‘want more good

The . great scientist, “Lord Kelvin, 
once ‘said that’ “in «character ‘and. 
achtovement” ‘Westinghouse was. “one 
of the great men-of. our time.” Men 
generally. loved. Westinghouse, al- 
though at the head of an‘ industrial 
enterprise: representing — $200,000,000 
and employing 50,000. persons. All who

Dame “Weatinghouse" on the brake. 

George Weatinghouse,, who died the 
other day, was born on October “6, 
1846," at’ Central: Bridge, N. ¥., and: 
in 1856 the family moved to Schenec

Schenectady Agricultural works.
